Animal rights activists are 
pleased that two Camrose 
teens who cooked a cat to 
its death in a microwave 
during the Christmas holi¬ 
days will be banned from 
owning a pet for the next 
two years. 

Justice Shauna Miller al¬ 
so sentenced the pair to 
100 hours of community 
service over the next 12 
months, and banned them 
from playing or owning vi¬ 
olent video games. 

The pair, who pleaded 


guilty, must also talk with a 
forensic therapist and will 
be ordered to follow a 9 p.m. 
to 6 a.m. curfew each night 
for the next year, unless they 
are with a parent. 

“In a sense, yes I am 
pleased, but they got almost 
as much as (the judge) could 
give them,” said Tove Reece, 
a director with Voice For 
Animals, a local animal 
rights organization. 

“In another sense, it 
seems like a really light sen¬ 
tence when you think about 
what these kids did. This 
was so premeditated ... 
there was a complete disre¬ 
gard for the animal.” 


According to an agreed 
statement of facts, the 
teens broke into a Camrose 
home through a basement 
window on Dec. 29, 2007, 
while the owners were on 
Christmas vacation. 

After vandalizing the 
home, they returned the 
next night, this time, plac¬ 
ing the family’s pet cat, 
Princess, in a microwave. 


Afterward, they wrote 
“You had a nice cat” and 
“It’s in the microwave” on 
the walls. 

“They sat and listened to 
this cat cry out for 10 min¬ 
utes, and some probation 
and community hours just 
doesn’t seem like enough, 
but I know (the judge) 
couldn’t give them jail 
time,” said Reece. 


Reece said the teens 
apologized in court for 
killing the pet, but she was 
astonished when defence 
lawyer Chris Mills ap ad¬ 
mitted one of the teen’s 
family has owned a dog for 
10 weeks. 

“We really don’t under¬ 
stand the reasoning of the 
parents,” said Reece. 

Two other teens charged 
in the cat killing pleaded 
not guilty, and have a court 
appearance set for Nov. 17.

Senior hit by

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investigation A 77-year- 
old man whom was 
struck down by a City of 
Edmonton bylaw car last 
week has died as a result 
of his injuries.

The 31-year-old driver 
of the car has not been 
charged, but EPS Traffic 
Section officers continue 
to investigate. 

Police spokesman Jeff 
Wuite said that an exter¬ 
nal agency will not be 
brought in to assist with 
the investigation.

First wave 
of troops 
are home

Cpl. Phillip Daniels looked 
tired as he walked off the 
bus at the Edmonton Garri¬ 
son, but he had a beaming 
smile as soon as he saw his 
wife and his two young 
children for the first time in 
five months. 

“This is just so over¬ 
whelming right now, I can’t 
really put it to words,” said 
Daniels. 

The 28-year-old soldier 
was one of 50 comrades who 
just finished a gruelling and 
dangerous stint in 
Afghanistan. They are the 
first wave of 1,200 troops to 
come home over the next 
six weeks. 

Daniels was able to come 
back briefly during the mis¬ 
sion to witness his daugh¬ 
ter’s birth. Five-month-old 
Keiliegh-Anne was only 
three days old when he last 
saw her. 

“This is just the happiest 
feeling in the world right 
now and she looks so old 
now,” said Daniels. 

“I am very excited ... I am 
just speechless right now,” 
said his wife Crystal Daniels 
with tears in her eyes. 

“This has been tough on 
us, but he came home for 
his daughter’s birth and he 
left when she was just three 
days old.” 

A total of 1,200 troops are 
expected to come home over 
the next six weeks, others

lost in battle won’t be com¬ 
ing home. 

In fact three Canadian sol¬ 
diers based in Shilo, Manito¬ 
ba were killed in battle in 
Afghanistan this week. 

Canada has lost 96 sol¬ 
diers to its mission in the 
war-tom country since it be¬ 
gan in 2002. 

“We believe in the mis¬ 
sion, we believe in every¬ 
thing they are doing,” said 
Daniels’s father Michael 
who travelled all the way 
from Texas for the special 
moment. 

“We’re so proud of him, 
but it’s been tough when 
you hear the news ... It gets 
pretty scary.” 

The soldiers, who landed 
in Edmonton International 
Airport, boarded three buses 
and went through the city 
with a police escort. 

Another 140 soldiers are 
expected to arrive at the 
Garrison late Saturday night.

Elderly patients are suffer¬ 
ing across Alberta from a 
lack of care as the Tory 
government continues to 
shortchange the 

province’s long-term care 
system, say organizers be¬ 
hind a popular annual 
seniors’ picnic at the Leg¬ 
islature yesterday. 

During the Alberta 
Union of Provincial Em¬ 
ployees’ annual Grandpar¬ 
ents’ Day Picnic, the 
union vice-president said 
long-term care workers 
are struggling to provide 
care because of staff short¬ 
ages and a lack of funding. 

“They’ve announced 
raising the funding by 
seven per cent, but the 
money doesn’t show 
anywhere,” said AUPE 
vice-president Sandra Azo¬ 
car. 

“We want the govern¬ 
ment to be a little more 
accountable and respect 
the services that are being 
provided to the elderly.” 

Azocar says staff-to- 
patient ratios are poor and 
feels that several long¬ 
term facilities are too in¬ 


adequate for care. 

“Everybody knows that 
there is a concern and 
something should be done 
about it,” said Azocar. 

Alex Irvine, an 86-year- 
old long term patient who 


was one among 1,000 that 
attended the picnic, said 
he is so far pleased with 
the level of care he has re¬ 
ceived. 

“We have healthy build¬ 
ings, everything is taken 


care of and we don’t feel 
like we are locked in all of 
the time,” said Irvine. 

“I love it, but some 
places, it is probably dif¬ 
ferent than others. But 
where I live, it’s OK” 



Union bashes lack of long-term 
seniors care across the province 
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Privacy watchdog has sights set on bars 


Leons was ordered by the 
provincial privacy over- 
lord earlier this week to 
stop demanding private 
information from cus¬ 
tomers, a practice that 
could soon be halted in 
many city bars if a similar 
order is proven legitimate. 

The very same process, 
dubbed Barwatch or Bar- 
link, is used in over 50 Ed¬ 
monton bars and night¬ 
clubs. It forcers partiers to 
hand over their identifica¬ 
tion, so club staff can pho¬ 
tograph it and store it in a 
database, networked be¬ 
tween all clubs that use 
the service. 


After a number of angry 
patrons complained to the 
privacy watchdog, an in¬ 
vestigation concluded 
Tantra Nightclub “did not 
have a reasonable purpose 
when it collected the com¬ 
plainant’s driver’s license 
information.” 

However, Tantra man¬ 
agement appealed the de¬ 
cision, which is slated for 
judicial review in October. 

If the appeal falls short, 
all clubs in the province 
will have to cease the 
practice,. The bulk of the 
clubs using the system are 
in Edmonton.

group of girls is going old- 
school in a new Catholic 
program this year. 

Thirteen of them blazed 
the trail into all-girls 
schooling as Edmonton 
Catholic schools ramped 
up an the program yester¬ 
day which is run out St. 
Joseph Catholic high 
school, just north of down¬ 
town. 

Girls schools are an old 
idea that is being re-exam¬ 
ined in the 21st century, 
and the Jean Forest Leader¬ 
ship Academy is leading 
the way. 

“Girls who attend an all¬ 
girls program gain more 
confidence than girls in a 
co-ed program,” Elaine 
Strydhorst, lead teacher at 
Jean Forest said yesterday. 

The small group of Grade 
10 pioneers is the vanguard 
of a burgeoning trend. 

The junior high program 
behind them has 160 girls 
in grades 7-9. 

“Girls often hide behind 
others,” in coed schools, 


Strydhorst said. “They are 
always worried about what 
boys think and they hide 
their own strengths.” 

Student Stephanie Henry 
is looking forward to her 
culinary classes that go 
along with the core sub¬ 
jects. 

“I just like cooking,” the 
14-year-old said simply. 

“I don’t know if I want to 
make a career of it but like 
to cook for my family.” 

St. Joe’s Principal Leo 
Turcotte was pumped up 
about the number of av¬ 


enues open to Jean Forest 
students. 

“You’ve got tons and tons 
of choices,” Turcotte told 
the girls, quizzing them on 
their preferences and find¬ 
ing devotees of culinary 
arts, radio broadcasting, 
art, drama, fashion and de¬ 
sign, and music. 

And while the girls will 
all own uniforms they 
won’t often look like old- 
school girls, sporting the 
black Jean Forest blazers 
and black skirts only on 
special occasions. 


Search continues 
for escaped cons 
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Police were still searching 
yesterday four dangerous 
convicts who escaped from 
a Saskatchewan prison, de¬ 
spite swooping down on 
an Alberta aboriginal 
reserve after a tip they 
were there. 

On Wednesday after¬ 
noon, Edmonton City Po¬ 
lice, Mounties, and the Air-1 
helicopter circled the small 
Frog Lake First Nation com¬ 
munity, about 240 km east 
of Edmonton. 

Search efforts were in 
vain, leaving RCMP still 
searching for Daniel 
Richard Wolfe, 32, Ryan 
John Agecoutay, 25, Preston 
Clarence Buffalocalf, 22, 
and 19-year-old Cody Dillon 
Keenatch, after their bold 
escape from the Regina 
Provincial Correctional Cen¬ 
tre on Aug. 25. 

Two other inmates who 
escaped from the institu-

tion were captured last 
week. 

The search continues for 
the four men, all of whom 
are violent offenders. 

“We’re considering them 
armed and dangerous. 
They’re all serious offend¬ 
ers, and there’s a serious 
threat to the community, 
which is why we’re taking it 
very seriously that they’re 
re-apprehended as soon as 
possible,” said Saskatoon 
RCMP media spokeswoman 
Sgt. Carole Raymond. 

Such a daring escape has 
never been attempted in 
the history of the institu¬ 
tion. Though it’s been ru¬ 
moured that prison staff 
had been tipped off about 


the escape before it hap¬ 
pened, officials would nei¬ 
ther confirm nor deny the 
claim. 

“The investigation does 
continue and the team is 
working hard to ensure that 
all the appropriate informa¬ 
tion is being gathered,” said 
Saskatchewan Corrections 
spokeswoman Judy Orthn- 
er. 

Orthner would not say 
how the six men were able 
to escape, or if security or 
crumbling building mainte¬ 
nance is to blame. 

“There may be some 
questions as to the profes¬ 
sionalism of the warden, all 
the way down through the 
rank and file,” said local 
criminologist Bill Pitt. 

“This was totally prevent¬ 
able. They had good intelli¬ 
gence that something was 
going to happen, but the 
whole institution fell asleep 
at the wheel. The only ones 
that did not fall asleep at 
the wheel are out running 
loose right now.” 


Violent vehicle collision 
results in two fatalities 


crash Two women in¬ 
volved in a brutal evening 
collision on the south side 
have become the city’s 
15 th and 16 th traffic fatali¬ 
ties of 2008. 

Around 6:45 p.m. 
Wednesday a large Dodge 
pickup truck was pulling a 
trailer southbound on 91 
Street, when it barreled in¬ 
to a car with three occu¬ 
pants, which was turning 
left onto 34 Avenue. 

The car, a Toyota Corolla, 
was struck on the passen¬ 
ger side, causing it to spin 
and smash into an SUV in 
the intersection. 

The Dodge truck crashed 
into another car, then slid, 
rolled, and bashed into a 


pole, which fell and landed 
on another vehicle. 

Two of the three women 
in the Toyota were killed. 
They were taken to a hos¬ 
pital close by, but pro¬ 
nounced dead on arrival. 

The 55-year-old woman 
driving the vehicle was 
taken to hospital, but only 
suffered minor injuries. 

The names of the victims 
are not being released at 
this time, and they are on¬ 
ly being described as a 51- 
year-old woman and a 57- 
year-old woman. 

Alcohol was not a factor 
in the crash, and the cause 
is still under investigation.

Drugs can’t cure 
cancer: Studies 


therapeutics 


If cancer can be beaten, it’s 
unlikely that new drugs 
will be the champions. 

That’s the suggestion 
found in three, paradigm- 
shifting studies that show 
the disease is 
simply too ge¬ 
netically com¬ 
plex for any 
magic-bullet 
medicine to 
defeat, re¬ 
searchers say. 

The studies, 

released yesterday by the 
world’s two top scientific 
journals, provide the most 
detailed look yet at the ge¬ 
netic roots of two of the 
most deadly forms of the 
disease: pancreatic cancer 
and glioblastoma multi¬ 
forme brain tumours. 

The emerging map of 


these cancers suggest that 
the consuming search for 
drugs to cure cancer may 
well prove fruitless for 
most forms of the disease 
and that early diagnosis 
prevention 


• 99 per cent of applied 
cancer research now goes 
to developing new thera¬ 
peutics the studies said. 


and thera- 
petics should 
be the main 
focus of re¬ 
search into 
the ailment. 

“It is, I 
think, appar¬ 
ent from studies like ours 
that it is going to be even 
more difficult perhaps 
than previously expected 
to derive real cures from 
such (drug) therapies,” said 
Dr. Bert Vogelstein, an au¬ 
thor on two studies that 
appeared in the Journal 
Science, torstar news service

“They are within strik¬

na Daslco of Environics 
told CBC. 

The NDP grabbed 19 per¬ 
cent and the Greens came 
in with seven percent. 

Environics said Canadi¬ 
ans felt Harper and NDP 
leader Jack Layton would 
make the best prime min¬ 
isters — better than Dion 
who received only 13 per 


cent support. 

Currently, the Tories 
hold 127 seats in the Par¬ 
liament, the Liberals hold 


95, the NDP hold 30, the 
Greens have one and there 
are four independants.

fire An elderly man died 
after fire broke out at an 
Ottawa seniors’ residence 
yesterday morning.

A law banning protesters 
outside abortion clinics 
was upheld by the B.C. 
Court of Appeal yesterday 
after two pro-life 
advocates argued the law 
violated their freedom of 
expression. 

Joyce Arthur, with the 
Pro-Choice Action Net¬ 


work in Vancouver, said 
the pro-choice community 
is “relieved” by the ruling. 

“(The ruling) protects 
women and staff while (let¬ 
ting) protesters publicize 
their message across the 
street,” she said. 

This case dates back to 
2000, when two anti-abor¬ 
tion activists were convict¬ 
ed under the Access to 
Abortion Services Act. 

The act established a 


protest law upheld 


buffer zone around abor¬ 
tion clinics, preventing 
protesters from intimidat¬ 
ing or blocking women 
and staff. 

Donald Spratt and Gor¬ 
don Watson were arrested 
for picketing outside the 
Everywoman’s Health Cen¬ 
tre in Vancouver.

EU eyes Georgia mission 

To discuss civilian monitoring program today 


European Union foreign 
ministers will discuss to¬ 
morrow the quick launch 
of a civilian monitoring 
mission in Georgia, with 
the aim of getting sever¬ 
al hundred personnel on 
the ground as soon as 
possible. 

The plan is vital to 
Western efforts to con¬ 
vince Russia to withdraw 
troops from its small ex- 
Soviet neighbour 

The Georgian army was 
crushed by Moscow last 
month after Tbilisi's 
abortive effort to win 
back the breakaway Geor¬ 


gian region of South Osse¬ 
tia. 

“The aim is for the EU 
mission to go as soon as it 
can,” said one EU official 
before the two-day meet¬ 
ing in the southern 
French city of Avignon. 

The official added that a 
decision to deploy an ini¬ 
tial 200-plus personnel 
could be taken in just 
over a week after French 
President Nicolas Sarkozy 
returns from a trip to 
Moscow. 

France brokered a deal 
to end the war over South 
Ossetia last month, but 


Moscow has since defied 
the West by leaving 
troops in "security zones" 
along the lines separating 
Georgia from South Osse¬ 
tia and Abkhazia, another 
rebel region. 

The EU argues that in¬ 
creasing the presence of 
international monitors 
would mean that Moscow 
could no longer justify 
keeping its troops in 
those areas, and so would 
accept international talks 
on a new security blue¬ 
print for the rebel re¬ 
gions.

Gene key to AIDS cure? 


The AIDS virus is especial¬ 
ly hard to fight because 
few people develop anti¬ 
bodies to neutralize it, but 
U.S. researchers said yes¬ 
terday they have found an 
immunity gene that may 
offer a new way to fight 
back. 

They said the gene 
Apobec3 helps mice devel¬ 
op antibodies against an 


HlV-lilce virus, and they 
think the same gene in hu¬ 
mans could lead to a po¬ 
tent vaccine against HIV. 

So far, efforts to make an 
HIV vaccine have failed. 

In humans, HIV devotes 
one of its 9 genes to dis¬ 
abling Apobec3 proteins, 
which may help explain 
why people with HIV 
rarely make antibodies 


against the virus. 

“If we could prevent HIV 
from destroying this key 
pivotal host factor, we 
might allow HIV-infected 
patients to develop neu¬ 
tralizing antibodies like 
they do in mice,” said Dr. 
Warner Greene of the 
Gladstone Institutes at the 
University of California, 
San Francisco. reuters

If you're flipping through 
this newspaper searching 
for a review of the new 
movie Bangkok 
Dangerous, you can stop 
right here. There will be 
no review of Nicolas 
Cage's latest action-thriller 
today. 

As it happens, studios oc¬ 
casionally decide not to 
show certain films to critics 
prior to their respective 
movie’s opening weekend. 
As editor of the popular 
website MovieCity-News. 
com, David Poland has a 
sense of why this occurs. 

“The movies this time of 
year really, really suck,” 
Poland said in a recent 
phone interview. “There’s 
no value to having critics’ 
screenings because they 
know how bad the movies 
are and so (studios) don’t 
show them.” 

It’s true there’s been a 
noticeable surge of un¬ 
screened films lately. 

Last weekend alone saw 


the release of three movies 
that were not given press 
screenings — Babylon 
A.D., Disaster Movie and 
College — but the absence 
of reviews doesn’t ensure 
they’ll turn out to be flops 
either. 

There have been consid¬ 
erable unscreened success¬ 
es like The Day After To¬ 
morrow, The Pink Panther 
and last year’s Halloween. 

It would seem that, as 
entertainment columnist 
Patrick Goldstein recently 
wrote, “critics today are 
viewed as cultural di¬ 
nosaurs on the verge of ex¬ 
tinction.” 

Part of the reason is the 
Internet’s creation of ac¬ 
cess to open forums of crit¬ 
icism but studio marketing 
may play a bigger part. 
Poland points out most 
marketing budgets for Hol¬ 
lywood films have inflated 
up to $70 million per flick. 

“The advertising has 
kind of taken over every¬ 
thing,” says Poland of trail¬ 
ers and TV ads, now the 
prime factor in people’s 


film choices. “But the val¬ 
ue of critics is still there 
certainly for art films, any¬ 
thing that’s small and 
needs help.” 

Eric Lundegaard goes 
one further on Slate.com, 


saying that, despite popu¬ 
lar belief, the public does 
pay attention to reviews. 
After crunching the num¬ 
bers, he writes, “critically 
acclaimed films average 
about $2000 more per 


screen than critically lam¬ 
basted films.” 

Despite all the num¬ 
bers, the truth is, reviews 
are so enjoyably subjec¬ 
tive that it would be a sad 
day to see critics and even 


horrible reviews go the 
way of the “cultural di¬ 
nosaur”. Besides, as nov¬ 
elist Kingsley Amis once 
said: “If you can’t annoy 
somebody, there’s little 
point in writing.”

One small step for man is 
not exactly a giant leap for 
the fly world in animated 
3-D family film Fly Me to 
the Moon. 

Young fly Nat and his 
friends, brainiac IQ and 
gluttonous Scooter, feel 
dispirited in adolescence 
and are in search of an ad¬ 
venture. 

Inspired by Nat’s Grand¬ 
pa McFly’s stories of flying 
across the Atlantic atop 
Amelia Earhart’s shoulder, 
the friends are encouraged 
by Nat to find their great 
adventure. 

The flies capitalize on 
American pressure to send 
the first astronauts to the 
moon by finding their way 
onto spaceflight Apollo 11, 
determined to join Neil 


Armstrong and Buzz 
Aldrin as the first Ameri¬ 
can flies to set foot on the 
moon. 

They’re not without 
their barriers, however. 
Unbeknownst to them, 
Russian flies have caught 
wind of their presence on 
board and will do every¬ 
thing in their power to sab¬ 
otage the mission. 

Faced with foreign chal¬ 
lenges and on-board dan¬ 
gers alike, the friends 
learn to band together to 
survive and complete the 
voyage. 

Fly Me to the Moon is an 
endearing story with com¬ 
ic protagonists the audi¬ 
ence wants to root for. Vi¬ 
sual qualities, including 
the eye-candied 3-D (the 
film is the first animated 
one to be designed and 
produced for 3-D) are the 
source of the film’s buzz. 
The imaginative earthly fly 
world is well constructed 
and the ‘60s are captured 
in attire and sound 
throughout. 

Aside from the visual, 
however, jokes are luke¬ 
warm at the best of times, 
rarely drawing many 


laughs even from the 
young audience. Fly Me to 
the Moon is very pro-Amer¬ 
ican in its Cold War-era set¬ 
ting, rival Russian flies and 
all, but becomes a bit 
much at times such as dur¬ 
ing a fly flag salute by Nat 
and co. 

While the film presents 
a bite-sized history lesson 


for kids, its championed 
exaction of NASA mission 
details dilutes the family 
fun. 

And, the inclusion of the 
real Buzz Aldrin takes a 
dim turn when an unnec¬ 
essary epilogue featuring 
the astronaut in real life 
sucks any remaining fun 
from the film. 


If it weren’t for kids in 
the audience reaching to 
stroke the popping 3-D im¬ 
ages, Fly Me to the Moon 
would have little enchanti¬ 
ng power. Working from a 
cliche-filled script and ail¬ 
ing attempts at laughs, 
three flies are thankfully 
saved by on-screen sensa¬ 
tion. 


Jolie poster under fire for 
image of gun-toting star 


Angelina Jolie might ooze 
Hollywood glamour, but if 
she’s armed and looking 
dangerous, the actress is 
not welcome in Britain. 

Britain’s media watch¬ 
dog, the Advertising Stan¬ 
dards Authority (ASA), has 
banned two posters of Jolie 
promoting the film Want¬ 
ed after upholding com¬ 
plaints that the images of 
the gun-toting actress 
glamorized the use of guns 
and violence. 

One poster showed the 
actress crouching and 
holding a gun pointing up¬ 
ward while the other 
showed her lying on her 
back across a car’s hood, 
brandishing guns. 

The ASA said it had re¬ 
ceived 17 complaints from 
people who thought the 
ads were irresponsible be¬ 
cause they glorify and 
glamorize gun crime at a 
time when there is increas¬ 
ing public concern in 
Britain about it. 

“We considered, that be¬ 
cause the ads featured a 
glamorous actress, action 
poses, several images of or 
related to guns and aspira- 
tional text, they could be 
seen to glamorize the use 
of guns and violence,” the 
ASA said in an online rul¬ 
ing. 

The film’s maker, Uni¬ 
versal Pictures, defended

the posters, saying the 
style of the advertisements 
reflected the film’s comic¬ 
book roots and providing 
examples of other ads they 
believed were more graph¬ 
ic and less stylized than 
their posters. 

Universal Pictures also 
said that the posters were 
not placed near schools 
and appeared in the Lon¬ 
don Underground system, 
which does not have a 
high proportion of chil¬ 
dren. 

Universal, owned by 
General Electric Co., said 
the posters for the film 
were no longer being dis¬ 
played, and there were no 
plans for their future use.

In today’s electronic age, 
what makes a band? Is it 
playing shows? Releasing 
music (vinyl, disc, mp3 or 
otherwise) to internation¬ 
al acclaim? Reaching the 
top of the Billboard chart? 
Does it involve opening 
for hot-ticket bands Beck 
or Radiohead? 

Brooklyn duo MGMT has 
done all of this. Still, they’re 
just on the cusp of discern¬ 
ing their draw. 

“We’re finally almost 
reluctantly realizing we are 
a real band now and we’re 
playing these big shows and 
acting like a band should 
act,” says Andrew VanWyn- 
garden. He, along with Ben 
Goldwasser, make up the 
team whose equal parts 
synth and live instrument 
music typify modern audi¬ 
tory allure. 

VanWyngarden says 
MGMT’s working relation¬ 
ship relies on their comple¬ 
mentary temperaments. 
“Personality-wise, I’m more 
of the creative, spontaneous 
fool. He’s the mathematical 
genius.” 


MGMT has also had to 
learn to play with riotous 
crowds, like one at Ireland’s 
Oxegen festival in July. 
“Irish crowds are always 
crazy, but this one was 
super-crazy,” says VanWyn¬ 
garden. “They were climb¬ 
ing up tent poles on the 
side, so we had to stop the 
show and let everyone calm 
down and climb down. That 
was a good show.” 

One aspect of the act’s 
eccentricity lies in MGMT’s 
varied use of current elec¬ 
tronic trends and more tra¬ 
ditional instrumentation on 
their first major release, 
Oracular Spectacular, which 
includes hit Time to Pretend. 

“We don’t consider our 
album electronic or elec- 
tronica at all. We’re defi¬ 
nitely more inspired by rock 
bands,” says VanWyngarden. 

Now that MGMT is grow¬ 
ing into their melodic skin, 
the pair is planning an active 
reinterpretation including 
inspirations such as The 
Zombies and the “funkadel- 
ic” Isley Brothers. “The next 
album will go more the way 
of where live bands are 
going, with more psychedel¬ 
ic rock, like a garage band.”

And 
just so they have all the at¬ 
tention to themselves, 
Metallica will release this 
album on a Friday instead 
of the industry-standard 
Tuesday. 

• Keane — Perfect Sym¬ 
metry (Oct. 14): Things 
looked dicey for Keane 





when singer Tom Chaplin 
had to spend some time in 
rehab, forcing the band to 
lose some of the momen¬ 
tum they had built with 
their first two albums. 
There’s optimism that this 
new album will put things 
right. And what’s this? An 
electric guitar on a Keane 
album? 

• Snow Patrol — A Hun¬ 
dred Million Suns (Oct. 
28): The favourite act of 
the stars of Grey’s Anatomy 
are ready with a fifth stu¬ 
dio album that comes with 
an interesting marketing 
twist. It was announced 
this week that Suns will be 
used in some kind of inter¬ 
active application for Ap¬ 
ple’s iPhone and Touch. 
Users will be able to access 
all kinds of bonus content,

Welcome home soiree also pep rally for 2016 games 


Talk show host Oprah 
Winfrey threw a rousing 
welcome home party for 
more than 150 U.S. 
Olympic medal winners 
Wednesday that was a 
salute to the athletes and 
a pep rally for efforts to 
bring the 2016 summer 
games to America. 

Winfrey, whose program 
is seen in 140 countries and 
boasts a weekly U.S. audi¬ 
ence of 46 million, filled an 
open-air concert venue on 
Chicago’s Lake Michigan 
waterfront with more than 
4,000 people who jumped, 
shouted and cheered in 
swirling red, white and blue 
confetti as the medallists 
walked through the aisles 
and took the stage. 

“Team USA, you want to 
make us all stand taller,” 
she told the athletes at the 
end of the program, 
adding that she hoped 
they would have a chance 


to return to Chicago for 
the 2016 games, for which 
the city is bidding against 
Madrid, Rio de Janeiro and 
Tokyo. 

Swimmer Michael 
Phelps, who came back 
from last month’s games in 
Beijing with a record eight 
gold medals, 


told Winfrey 
his feat had 
not sunk in 
but “I need 
to get back 
home” to 
Maryland to 
see friends 
and his pet 
bulldog. 

“One of 
the biggest 

things I want to do is, is 
grow the sport of swim¬ 
ming,” he added, noting 
that he has established a 
charitable foundation to
